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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 1,3-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected because it is unclear what is meant by "imide ainon". 

Claims 3 and 18 are rejected because it is unclear what the following 
compounds structures are. They are sulforane, alkane sulfonic acid anhydride and a - 
sultone compound. Please submit structures so it will be clear what these compounds 
represent. 

Claims 4 and 19 are rejected because it is unclear what is meant by "vinylene 
carbonate and its derivative ". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

3. Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10-12, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yamauchi et al. "Dynamic Surface Modification of Lithium Metal Anode 
with Imide Electrolyte".

Yamauchi et al. teaches an imide electrolyte comprising a transition metal 
complex with imide anion as ligands. As the imide ligand and the metal centers, 
N(S02C2F5)2 (BETI anion) and Nd3+, Er3+, Eu3+ and Ho3+ have been used. 
Yamauchi et al. shows in Figure 2. b) on page 24, 10mMNd(CF3SO3) + LiBETI/PC.
